| Arrival of the Funeral Train and the Body 
Placed Upon the Catafalque in 8st. 
Matthew’s Catholic Church—Services at 
the Church—The Future Program.

WasHinGton, Aug. 10.—The funeral train 
cf four cars, bearing the body of Gen. Sher- 
idan, ran slowly into the Baltimore & 
Poiumac depot at 3:20 yesterday afternoon. 
Gen. Scho “d and staff, a delegation of the 
Loyal Legion, Drs, Yarrow and Q’Reilly, 
Gen. Rucker and Miss Rucker, the father 
and sister of Mrs. Sheridan, were waiting 
within the depot gates. There was a brief 
pause, and then Mrs. Sheridan alighted from 
a Puliman in the escort of Col. Sheridan. 
Taking hisarm and that of her sister, she 
walked down the platform sobbing quietly. 
The party entered a carriage aud drove 
rapidly to the Sheridan home on Rhode 
Island avenue. 

As Mrs. Sheridan disappeared, the casket 
was lifted fromm the compartment car, and 
borne by eight sergeants of the Third artil- 
lery to the draped caisson, to which were 
attached four borses, each ridden by an ar- 
tilleryman. The order to march was given. 
A mounted squad of policemen led the pro- 
cession, followed by Troop B, of the Fourth 
cavalry, who, in their dark uniforms and 
flowing yellow plumes, presented an appear- 
ance both striking aud picturesque. The 
crisson bearing the casket, enveloped im the 
National cojors, came next, surrounded by 
the guard of artillerymen. Carriages bear- 
ing Gen. Schofleld and staff and the delega- 
tion of the Loyal Lezion followed. 

Ata rapid walk the procession journeyed 
up Pennsylvania avenue to Fifteenth street, 
thence to Gt. Matthew's Catholic church, at 
the corner of Fifteenth and H streets north- 
west. The streets were lined with people. 
Shortly before 4 o’clock the body arrived at 
the church and was taken from the caisson 
and carried into the church, preceded by 
Revs. Fathers Mackin and Kervick, and a 
number of altar boys bearing lighted can- 
dies, the choir in the meantime chanting the 
Miserere and De Profundis. 

Arriving at the altar rail the casket was 
placed upon a catafalque, which had been 
erected in an opening space near the rail. 
It is four feet high, the upper portion rest- 
ing upon a broad base. The base is covered 
with the American colors, except the upper 
portion where there is a broad band of black 
velvet. The Wational colors drapes the 
higher part of the catafalque and a festoon- 
ing of crape passes around it. The broad 
top is covered with the flag, and upon this 
will reet the casket. High above the catafal- 
que is hung the private standard of the gen- 
eral, or his headquarter’s flag—the red and 
white stripes with the star, so familiar to 
thousands who were with him on the field. 

The body of the church is very completely 
draped. Along the front of the gallery on 
each side are drawngreat National flags, 
and blending with them are bands of crape, 
which are used to catch up the flags in grace- 
ful festoons, The pillars supporting the 
galleries have mourning knots. Along the 
front of the organ loft are massed the silk 
regimental and cavalry flags. While the 
decorations are not profuse, they are very 
effective in their simplicity and are in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the family. The 
floral tributes as they arrive will be placed 
about the catafalque, 

Around the catafalque stand great can- 
delabras, with burning candlea After the 
casket was placed wpon the eatafa)que 
Father Mackin read the prayers for the 
dead, and then sprinkled the casket with 
holy water and burned incence. Meanwhile 
within the church, standing in the aisle with 
bended heads were Gen. Schofield and staff, 
and the delegation of the Loyal Legion, 
Otherwise the church was empty, and police 
were stationed to prevent the crowd from 
coming in, The sergeants of the Fourth 
cavalry were detailed as a guard of honor to 
watch the body. Two members of the Loyal 
Legion will also be present from now until 
the time of the funeral, 

A private requiem mass, at which Mrs. 
Sheridan was preseut, was said by Father 
Mackin this morning. 


G. A. R. Order. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minu., Aug. 10.—Com- 
mander-in chief Rea, of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, has issued general order No. 
ll. It is a fitting and eloquent tribute to 
the life and services of Gen. Sheridan. It 
says that during the year ending March 31, 
1888, 4,123 G. A. R. comrades have died, 
among which Sheridan stands most conspic- 
uous. The colors at the National and de 
partment headquarters are ordered to be 
draped and the customary badge of mourn- 
ing worn for forty days.

ARRAIGNED FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 
Extradition Papers Asked to Take a Man 
Back to Germany. 

Boston, Aug. 9.—Fred. Hoag, the young 
German who was arrested on the Cunard 
steamer Bothnia, on the charge of embez- 
zling 16,000 marks from the postoflice at 
Hamburg, Prussia, was arraigned in the 
United States distriet court on complaint of 
John B, Schroeder, the German consul, who 
asked that extradition papers be granted, 
the prisoner, through an interpreter, stated | 
that he wished to waive examination here | 
and go back to Germany for trial. Judge | 
Nelson refused to accept the prisoner’s ad- 
mission until the latter had consulted coun- 
sel.

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MILLIONS OF BROOMS. 


How They Are Produced in Broom-Corn 
Growing Regions. 


There is one industry in the country 
{in which the small capitalists have 
been able to hold their own against 
the wealthiest men in it, and that is 
the industry of broom making. Itisa 
business in which a journeymen of 
skill and prudence can hope to estab- 
lish himself, if he wishes, within a 
very few years after he has learned his 
trade. 

The process of broom-making is 
simple and yet it is such that 
machinery has never been devised tor 
turning out a completed broom, and, 
beyond the sum necessary to erect 
such an establishment as will permit 
of a certain division of the labor, an 
abundance of capital is of no special 
advantage. The broom center of the 
country is in New York State, the 
largest establishments and best work- 


men being located in the Mohawk val- 
ley. The time was when the Mohawk 
valley was the great) broom-corn 
raising center of the country, too, 
but the less tough and stringy 
and more suceulent and __ profit- 
able cabbage has driven the wavy, 


green tassels of broom corn from the 


flats which were onee their favorite 
vrowing place. It was because of the 
prolific yield of corn there in former 


years that the trade of making brooms 
became so well established. 

The growth factory is 
interesting. A young man of econom- 
ieal habits le the trade, and, 
having learned it well, is able to do 
the equivalent of out 100 to 
125 or 160 complete brooms a day. As 
a matter of facet, in well regulated 
shops no man makes a complete broom, 
only part of it, but the journey- 
mun having learned his trade well can 
do enough work usually at piece prices

In such a factory 
a man’s work is equivalent to the mak- 
ing of from 200 to 250 brooms a day, 
according to the quality of the brooms.

COMMON-SENSE FEEDING. 
One of the Most Costly and Cruel Habits 
That Farmers Have. 

When many a man sees, as he does 
that animals that on 
in a weakly and sick condition, at once 
improve, as they do often, it ought to 
be suflicient to dictate a better way of 
winter feeding than is entirely too 
common. Our animals are fed all 
winter, in thousands of cases, upon 
dry, concentrated food, and, in one 
way or another, in spring they show 
the offects of it. The owner feels that 
he must do something, and often it is 
necessary to give medicines at once. 
But as soon as the grass comes stop the 
medicines, in ordinary cases at least, 
and turn them into the pasture. At 


see, go grass 


first the grass will lack nutritious 
qualities, and it may sometimes be 
necessary to feed even a sick animal 


something in addition. Animals that 
are not diseased ought to have some- 
thing besides the very young 
But a sick animal will often be greatly 
benefited by stinting it in diet, and in 
such cases it may need nothing more 
than what the imperfect young grass 
will give. If we had an animal that 


grass. 


was out of condition, or in 
any disease short of being 


or verging upon a desperate case, we 
should turn it upon grass as soon as 
grass comes, and give it a trial before 
resorting to medical treatment. We 
feel that we can not say too often that 
the custom of feeding for months prin- 
cipally npon corn is one of the most 
costly habits that farmers have. It is 
positively injurious to the animal, and 
to every animal that is compelled thus 
to live. Sometimes we do not see the 
evil effects, but we may be sure that | 
they exist, for such a course of feed- 
ing is in violation of nature's laws, 
and they can not be violated without 
paying the penalty. But we do see 


the effects in thousands of cases. and | 


see them often enough in our 
herds to suggest the wisdom of reform 
in our feeding methods. 

[t ought not to be diffiult to see what 
the result of constantly feeding a dry, 
fat-producing food is. Leaving out of 
the question altogether the fact that 
by such feeding a part of the system, 
and the most important part, too, gets 
no nourishment, or scarcely any, the 
natural tendency of fat-producing, | 
concentrated dry foods is toward an 
impairment of the digestive functions. 
rhe system must have moisture. If 
we deprive the system of all moist- 


ure the animal would die. But fur 
nishing it with plenty of moisture 
inthe shape of clear water is not the 
best way. Experience shows .that it 
is better to furnish at least part of the 
moisture needed incorporated in the 
food. It is for this reason that green 
grasses are so valuable, or at least it 
is a principal reason. It is for this 
reason that roots are s0 valuable as a 
food. In place of medicines, therefore, 
in many cases we would advise grass. 
There is one class, however, that the 
farmer often finds it hard to treat as we 
have suggested. They are the cases 
of horses that are needed for work. He 
feels that he can not spare a horse for 
w week or two that it may run upon 


grass. Well, a sick horse, if it is very 
sick, should not be worked, and the 


way to treat a sick animal is always to 
treat him the best way. If a week or 
two weeks, or a month is the best way 
to cure him, that is the way to treat 
him. The work must be left to be 
taken care of in some other way, un- 
less we Value the life and usefuln 
the animal so little that we do not care

A 
stunted pig costs more than one which 
is kept thriving from birth until he is 
placed upon the butcher's block. There 
is the expense of lost time, lost feed 
and the risk of disease is greater than 
ina herd which is well fed and cared 
for and kept in thrifty condition. The 
growth of a pig will be affected large- 
ly by the quality and kind of food fur- 
nished him, and also before weaning, 
the food of the sow. The sore mouth, 
with which sucking pigs are so fre- 
quentiy afflicted, is attributed, and no 
doubt correctly, to feeding the sows on 
| dry corn and depriving them of green 





| food—clover and grass. The blood of 
the sow is heated, and the milk is too 
rich, and not suflicient in quantity. 


The sow should have a liberal supply 
of clover while suckling pigs. 
clover counteracts the heatine tend- 
ency of the corn, the sow gives more 
and better milk, and the pigs thrive 
much better than when the sow is fed 
corn alone.— Western Swincherds.

NEW CORN-DESTROYER. 
Prof, Forbes Discovers and Describes a De- 
structive Insect. 

The State Entomologist, Prof. S. A. 
Forbes, reports to Secretary Mills of 


The 





he has discovered in the swamp lands, 
now being rapidly drained and brought 
under cultivation, a destructive attack 
on corn by a native insect not hitherto 
recognized injurious—one of the 
snout beetles or ‘‘bill (Spheno- 
phorus ochreus), of whose habits and 
history nothing has been hitherto as- 
certained. 

It now appears, however, that this 
insect feeds commonly on a large club 
rush (Scirpus) and the common reed 
(Phragmites), plants which grow 
abundantly in the lowest marshy prai-

ries, and attacks corn when planted on 
ground where these grasses have been 


plowed up. 

The beetle is about half an inch long, 
clay-colored, and bears a long snout or 
proboscis, at the end of which is a pair 
/of minute jaws. This snout it thrusts 
into the stalk of corn or stem of grass 
upon which it is feeding, chewing and 
| swallowing the soft internal tissues of 
\the plant. Whole fields of corn have 
thus been completely destroyed two 
or three times in succession. The in- 
jury has not yet as the beetles 
are but just preparing breed and 
farmers have consequently been com- 
pelled to abandon their corn and sow 
| the ground to soine later crop, such as 
millet, not liable to injury by this 
beetle. The habits of other beetles of 
| its kind indicate that this species may 
| succeed in breeding in the stalks of 
‘corn, in which case it is liable to spread 
from its present limited localities to 
cornfields at large. Itshould receive, 
consequently, the closest and most in-
